eral Otis, in command of the American 
forces at Manila, to be issued to the 
people of the Philippines as expressive 
of the purposes of the United States 
with respect to them: 


"The destruction of the Spanish fleet 


in the harbor of Manila by the squad- 
ron under command of Dewey, fol- 
lowed by the reduction of the city 
and the surrender of the Spanish prac- 
tically effected a conquest of the Phil- 
ippine islands and 
a suspension of 


Spanish sovereignty there. With the 
signature to the peace treaty and as a 
result of the victories of American ' 
arms the future control of the dispo- 
sition and government of the islands 
were ceded to the United States. In 
fulfilling the rights of sovereignty and 
discharging the acquired and respon- 
sible obligations this government as- 
sumed by actual occupation,, and ad- j 
ministration of the entire group of the 
Philippines it becomes immediately 
necessary that the military govern- 
ment of the United States in the city, 
harbor and bay of Manila is to bo ex-i 
tended with all despatch to the whole 
ceded territory. 


"The military commander 
of 
the 


United State| is enjoined in succeeding 
the sovereignty of Spain, in severing 
the former political relations of the 
inhabitants and in establishing new 
ones, that the authority of the United 
States be exerted for the security of 
persons, property and the confirmation 
of private rights and relations. We 
come not as invaders or conquerors, 
but as friends to protect the natives in 
their homes and 
employments and 


rights. The municipal laws of the ter- 
ritory will continue in force. The op- 
erations of the civil and municipal 
government will be performed by such 
officers r.s accepts the supremacy of 
the United States by taking the oath 
of allegiance. Private property will be 
respected and all ports of the islands 
in the actual possession of the Ameri- 
can forces will be open to the commerce 
of all friendly nations, subject to the 
duties in force at time of importations. 


"The mission of the United States 


is one of benevolent assimilation, sub- 
stituting miid sway, justice and right 
for arbitrary rule, and the bestowal of

show that notwithstanding the attacks 
that ha ve been made upon the administra- 
tion and upon its different branches In 
the conduct of the war, the wonderful 
thing is that, in the state of unprepared- 
ness, and with the great force that was 
called out, there has been so little fric- 
tion and little loss; and the cry that aros» 
six months ago of complaint again "t the 
president and his administration in the 
Investigations that have taken place has 
ceased, and that storm has ceased to 
beat upon the administration. 


"Upon the question which perhaps to- 


day is occupying men's mind:, more than 
any other, the question of what is called 
expansion, there are two sides. 1 do not 
fancy that you are all agreed upon that. 
I am not an expansionist. I dread the 
annexation of territory thousands of 
miles away of a foreign people with no 
habits and no life like ours.

Intention te to Use Funds For the Betterment 


Sf Condition of Cubans. 


Washington, Jan. 5.—When the «..- 


tention of Assistant Secretary Meikel- 
john of the war department was call-ed 
yesterday to the reports of excitement 
in Cuba over the customs question, and 
the alleged friction 
betw-een General 


Brooke at Havana and General Wood at 
Santiago, he said: 


"If the order upon which General 


Wood is acting can only be printed, the 
matter will be fully understood. 
There 


is n,o controversy existing. The trouble 
is, some persons do not seem to make 
a distinction between a report and the 
transmission of funds. 
An order was 


framed, having in view the perfecting of 
a system of collecting duties on the 
island, and this- order, in speaking of 
the officer in charge of the sub-ports of 
entry, said: 
'He shall make weekly re- 


ports to the collector of customs of the 
island, at the chief port, of all trans- 
actions at the sub-port over which he 
has jurisdiction, with copies of all en- 
tries of merchandise truly certi0ed.' 


"Now," continued Mr. Meikeljohn, 


"that does not mean cash. 
Weekly re- 


ports must be made in order that we 
may keep track of the revenues of the 
island. 
This does not say that these 


reports must be accompanied by cur- 
rency, but simply that they shall be 
made." 


"And is General Wood to be at liberty 


to make use of the funds received from 
customs for 
improvements in 
the 


province?" was asked. 


"It is distinctly understood that these 


funds are for the island of Cuba, and 
they will be appended upon the presenta- 
tion of plans and specifications for pub- 
lic improvements, made by the military 
governor of the island, and by him re-« 
ferred with recommendations to the 
secretary of war." 


The customs from all the ports in the 


island are to be used for the betterment 
of the condition of the Cubans, not only 
in Havana and Santiago, but elsewhere. 
Expenditures will be divided as equit- 
ably as possibly, so as to relieve distress 
existing in various quarters, and to 
make this relief correspond as nearly 
as possible to the emergency. It would 
be just as equitable, it is urgeri, for 
the port o£ N*w Toik to retain all the 
customs funds collected there for ex- 
penditure in the island of Manhattan 
as it would be for Havana or Santiago 
or any other town in Cuba to retain all 
of the customs receipts for expendi- 
ture within its own borders. 


So far from the war department con- 


templating any curtailment of the re- 
lief work in Cuba, an order has already 
been issued to the governor general di- 
recting him to furnish work to every 
able bodied Cuban appls'ing for it at a 
fair weekly wage, measured by Cuban 
standard. 
The order suggests that the 


best lines of employment are in sani- 
tary work, road improvement and mu- 
nicipal works of various sorts. 
It is 


intended to offer a chance for remunera- 
tive work to ail who are able to take 
advantage of it, and to cut off the gra- 
tuitous distribution of rations among 
those natives able to work for what they 
eat. 
The employment contemplated 


will not be offered, however, to any resi- 
dent of the island who retains his al- 
legiance to Spain. 


The plans so far formulated by the war 


department do not touch the payment of 
the Cuban army, which has been urgent- 
ly requested by General Gomez, but this 
matter is now under advisement, and it 
it not impossible that the war depart- 
ment will hold that it has quite as much 
right to apply the income of Cuba to 
paying off these men. and thus giving 
them a new start in life, as it has to em- 
ploy laborers on public Avorks, with the 
same general end m view. 


C< nifvs-ional Proceedlnt». 


Washington, Jan. 5.—The first session 


of the senate after the holiday recess 
occupied only 14 minutes, although in 
that brief time two open sessions and 
'an executive session were held. 
Mr. 


Frye recognized Major Pruden, assis- 
tant secretary to the president, who 
presented a message from the President 
sf the United States. The me-ssage con- 
tained the treaty of Paris.

people of the Philippines as expressive 
of the purposes of the United States 
with respect to them: 


"The destruction of the Spanish fleet 


in the harbor of Manila by the squad- 
ron under command of Dewey, fol- 
lowed by the reduction of the city 
and the surrender of the Spanish prac- 
tically effected a conquest of the Phil- 
ippine islands and 
a suspension of 


Spanish sovereignty there. With the 
signature to the peace treaty and as a 
result of the victories of American ' 
arms the future control of the dispo- 
sition and government of the islands 
were ceded to the United States. In 
fulfilling the rights of sovereignty and 
discharging the acquired and respon- 
sible obligations this government as- 
sumed by actual occupation,, and ad- j 
ministration of the entire group of the 
Philippines it becomes immediately 
necessary that the military govern- 
ment of the United States in the city, 
harbor and bay of Manila is to bo ex-i 
tended with all despatch to the whole 
ceded territory. 


"The military commander 
of 
the 


United State| is enjoined in succeeding 
the sovereignty of Spain, in severing 
the former political relations of the 
inhabitants and in establishing new 
ones, that the authority of the United 
States be exerted for the security of 
persons, property and the confirmation 
of private rights and relations. We 
come not as invaders or conquerors, 
but as friends to protect the natives in 
their homes and 
employments and 


rights. The municipal laws of the ter- 
ritory will continue in force. The op- 
erations of the civil and municipal 
government will be performed by such 
officers r.s accepts the supremacy of 
the United States by taking the oath 
of allegiance. Private property will be 
respected and all ports of the islands 
in the actual possession of the Ameri- 
can forces will be open to the commerce 
of all friendly nations, subject to the 
duties in force at time of importations. 


"The mission of the United States 


is one of benevolent assimilation, sub- 
stituting miid sway, justice and right 
for arbitrary rule, and the bestowal of 
the blessings of good stable govern- 
ment upon the people of the Philip- 
pines under the free flag of the United 
States, (Signed)

Augusta, Me., Jan. n.—The opposition 


to Mr. Hale for United States senator 
failed to manifest itself last night, and 
all the hurrah made the past few days 
v as for nothing. Without a murmur, 
the members sat in their seats in the 
caucus and renominated the senator by 
acclamation while he told them with em- •• 
phasis and without hesitation that he 
was an anti-expansionist. After thank- 
Ing Use members for their confidence in 
his ability to represent them, he said: 


"The Republican 
party has gone 


through the storm of controversy, and 
sometimes of defeat, upon great ques- 
tions that affect the every day welfare 
of the people, not only of Maine, but of 
the United States. It has established, 
not to go back upon in the last years of 
its life, certain things that are elemental 
and at the foundation of human pros- 
perity, of thrift, of good business, of the 
success and of the independence and 
dignity of labor. It has settled the great 
question of protection; it has determined 
that the legislation of the country shall 
be in the interests of our own labor m 
competition with foreign,labor. It has 
settled the great question of the cur- 
rency of the people. It has a president, 
a leader of the party today who has se- 
cured the confidence of the country, who 
has not been rash, who has not been for- 
ward, who has not precipitated issues, 
who has guided the country suc- 
cessfully 
and 
with marked, won- 


derful, unprecedented success through a 
war, and has been able to show and will 
show that notwithstanding the attacks 
that ha ve been made upon the administra- 
tion and upon its different branches In 
the conduct of the war, the wonderful 
thing is that, in the state of unprepared- 
ness, and with the great force that was 
called out, there has been so little fric- 
tion and little loss; and the cry that aros» 
six months ago of complaint again "t the 
president and his administration in the 
Investigations that have taken place has 
ceased, and that storm has ceased to 
beat upon the administration. 


"Upon the question which perhaps to- 


day is occupying men's mind:, more than 
any other, the question of what is called 
expansion, there are two sides. 1 do not 
fancy that you are all agreed upon that. 
I am not an expansionist. I dread the 
annexation of territory thousands of 
miles away of a foreign people with no 
habits and no life like ours. I dread the 
results of it. 


"Nobody can tell what is in store, but 


the Republican party can be trusted. 
If it has got to go forward, it will go for- 
ward unitedly. If it has got to take any 
back steps, it is not ashamed to taka 
them. And no man can tell now, in the' 
present circumstances, with the great 
subjects that are coming before us, what 
will be best.

health and usefulness—Maine will learn, 
If she does not know now, what ho has 
been and Is doing for her. And in that 
we are fill united. The delegation as one 
man has been hacking the governor up, 
upholding his hands, making him strong 
ind making it seem to the Canadian com- 
missioners that he has the support, not 
only of thf Maine delegation, but of con-' 
gress. 1 hope the Issue will go right. I 
know it will go right if the governor is 
spared. I nape It will go right if he is 
taken from us. 


"I have been before the people of Maine, 


in one branch or another of congress, for 
,,20 years. I could toll you very little 
about myself that you do not know now. 
I could tell you nothing more about my 
opinions or sentiments than what I have 
already told you. In closing I wish to 
give to you my profound heartfelt thanks 
and gratitude for all the trust repoted 
In me."

Intention te to Use Funds For the Betterment 


Sf Condition of Cubans. 


Washington, Jan. 5.—When the «..- 


tention of Assistant Secretary Meikel- 
john of the war department was call-ed 
yesterday to the reports of excitement 
in Cuba over the customs question, and 
the alleged friction 
betw-een General 


Brooke at Havana and General Wood at 
Santiago, he said: 


"If the order upon which General 


Wood is acting can only be printed, the 
matter will be fully understood. 
There 


is n,o controversy existing. The trouble 
is, some persons do not seem to make 
a distinction between a report and the 
transmission of funds. 
An order was 


framed, having in view the perfecting of 
a system of collecting duties on the 
island, and this- order, in speaking of 
the officer in charge of the sub-ports of 
entry, said: 
'He shall make weekly re- 


ports to the collector of customs of the 
island, at the chief port, of all trans- 
actions at the sub-port over which he 
has jurisdiction, with copies of all en- 
tries of merchandise truly certi0ed.' 


"Now," continued Mr. Meikeljohn, 


"that does not mean cash. 
Weekly re- 


ports must be made in order that we 
may keep track of the revenues of the 
island. 
This does not say that these 


reports must be accompanied by cur- 
rency, but simply that they shall be 
made." 


"And is General Wood to be at liberty 


to make use of the funds received from 
customs for 
improvements in 
the 


province?" was asked. 


"It is distinctly understood that these 


funds are for the island of Cuba, and 
they will be appended upon the presenta- 
tion of plans and specifications for pub- 
lic improvements, made by the military 
governor of the island, and by him re-« 
ferred with recommendations to the 
secretary of war." 


The customs from all the ports in the 


island are to be used for the betterment 
of the condition of the Cubans, not only 
in Havana and Santiago, but elsewhere. 
Expenditures will be divided as equit- 
ably as possibly, so as to relieve distress 
existing in various quarters, and to 
make this relief correspond as nearly 
as possible to the emergency. It would 
be just as equitable, it is urgeri, for 
the port o£ N*w Toik to retain all the 
customs funds collected there for ex- 
penditure in the island of Manhattan 
as it would be for Havana or Santiago 
or any other town in Cuba to retain all 
of the customs receipts for expendi- 
ture within its own borders. 


So far from the war department con- 


templating any curtailment of the re- 
lief work in Cuba, an order has already 
been issued to the governor general di- 
recting him to furnish work to every 
able bodied Cuban appls'ing for it at a 
fair weekly wage, measured by Cuban 
standard. 
The order suggests that the 


best lines of employment are in sani- 
tary work, road improvement and mu- 
nicipal works of various sorts. 
It is 


intended to offer a chance for remunera- 
tive work to ail who are able to take 
advantage of it, and to cut off the gra- 
tuitous distribution of rations among 
those natives able to work for what they 
eat. 
The employment contemplated 


will not be offered, however, to any resi- 
dent of the island who retains his al- 
legiance to Spain. 


The plans so far formulated by the war 


department do not touch the payment of 
the Cuban army, which has been urgent- 
ly requested by General Gomez, but this 
matter is now under advisement, and it 
it not impossible that the war depart- 
ment will hold that it has quite as much 
right to apply the income of Cuba to 
paying off these men. and thus giving 
them a new start in life, as it has to em- 
ploy laborers on public Avorks, with the 
same general end m view. 


C< nifvs-ional Proceedlnt». 


Washington, Jan. 5.—The first session 


of the senate after the holiday recess 
occupied only 14 minutes, although in 
that brief time two open sessions and 
'an executive session were held. 
Mr. 


Frye recognized Major Pruden, assis- 
tant secretary to the president, who 
presented a message from the President 
sf the United States. The me-ssage con- 
tained the treaty of Paris. The senate 
then went into executive session in or- 
der that the message might be referred 
to the committee on foreign relations. 
The treaty was not read, but the mes- 
sage accompanying it was. 
This was a 


simple mess'ag'e of transmission without 
any recommendations or suggestions, 
and was only a few lines in length. The 
treaty was referred to the committee 
on foreign relations, and ordered printed 
for the use of the senate. 


The house spent the day considering 


the bill to define and punish crimes in 
Alaska and provide a code of criminal 
procedure for the territory. The bill was 
prepared by the commission appointed 
to codify the laws of the United States, 
and is a voluminous measure of 232 
pages. Sixty-seven pages were com- 
pleted yesterday, and the bill was made 
a continuing order under disposed of, 
not, 
however, to interfere with appro- 


priation bills or other special orders. 
The only section in the bill which prom- 
ises to cause a contest is that providing 
for the sale of liquor in Alaska. Upon 
this question considerable difference of 
opinion developed. The house adjourned 
out of respect to the memory of the late 
Senator Merrill. 


The 'secretary of war transmitted to 


congress a letter from the state claims 
commission, recommending legislation 
to provide for the payment of ail meri- 
torious claims for materials or supplies 
furnished and services rendered by in- 
dividuals during the Spanish-American 
war, together with a draft of a bill to 
accomplish that purpose. 
The com- 


mission states that there are many just 
claims which cannot be paid without 
^hls legislation, ns the present act pro- 
vides for the reimbursement only of

" pends ou the mosquito, and that this 
pestilent little insect, in addition to ir- 
ritating and annoying, is the means by 
which the poison of malaria is propa- 
gated and distributed. 


For years back botanists have i---iown 


the important part played by bi.Js in 
the scattering of seed and of insects ia 
tho distribution of the pollen of plants, 
and it seems not unlikely that pathol- 
ogists will have to recognize in a much 
larger degree than has till lately been 
dono the large part taken by the subor-

Lack of Mastication Canse* Dy»pep- 


•in and TeetS Trouble*. 


Mastication is rapidly becoming a lost 


act, and, although we have become 
hardened to the fact that three-fonrtbt 
of the dyspepsia is doe to this cause, it 
might surprise some of us to know thai 
tbe early decay of the teeth and diseases 
of the gums are occasioned by this same 
lack of maxillary exercise. 


A disease of the gums, called Bigg's 


disease, which is every day becoming 
more common, is caused almost entirely 
by the want of proper mastication. 
Twenty five years ago this tronble was- 
not considered of any importance by 
the dentist on account of its rare occur- 
rence. 


Today it is given more care tban the 


decay of the teetb, as be is frequently 
consulted by patients who have a fnll 
set of natural teeth which are quite loose 
in the jaw. Aside from this tbey are 
sound and healthy, and after a certain 
development in the disease nothing can 
be done to help them. 


By lack of exercise tbe blood which 


should nourish .both the bones and the 
gums is not carried to tbe part, nor does 
tbe blood carry sufficient material to tbe 
teeth; hence the enamel formed is de- 
fective, and early decay results. Fre- 
quently too, the mechanical develop- 
ment of the jaw is arrested by this same 
want of motion. 


Most of tbe food among the better 


class of people today is cooked so as to 
require very little mastication, and tho 
consequence is that tho muscles have 
become flabby, the jaws slender and tbe 
processes for the attachment of the 
muscles 
almost obliterated.—Boston

They Have Loufr Telephoned by the 


Uae of Drams. 


Travelers in uncivilized countries 


have often wondered bow some savage 
triiws were able to transmit news for 
hundreds of miles with no apparent 
facilities for doing so. An interesting 
light ia thown on this subject by Jose 
Each, who tells of tbe means by which 
the Indiana on the Amazou communi- 
cate with each other at a distance. Tbe 
natives live in groups of 100 to 200 
persons in settlements half a mile or a 
mile apart. In each dwelling there is a 
wooden, drum, which is buried for half 
its height in sand mixed with frag- 
ments of wood, bone and mica, and baa 
a triple diaphragm of leather, wood 
end rubber. Wben this drum is struck 
with a wooden mallet, the sound travels 
far and is distinctly beard in tbe other 
drurcs in the neighboring dwellings. 


It is beyond doubt that the transmis- 


sion of the sonud takes place through 
the earth, since the blows struck are 
scarcely audible outside of the houses 
in which tbe instruments are placed. 
After a "malocca," or dwelling, baa 
been "called up" by an initial blow 
conversation is carried on between tbe 
two drums. M Bach's explanation is 
that the communication is facilitated 
by the nature of the ground, the drums 
donbtlese resting upon one and tbe same 
Stratum of rock, since transmission 
through ordinary alluvial earth conld 
not be depended upon. This method 
furnishes an ingenious modification cf 
the process employed by Indians for 
perceiving distant noises, such as tbe 
gallop of a horse, which consists in ap- 
plying tbe ear to the earth.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

in vast regions of central Africa is not 
climate, not distance from home and 
not unfriendliness oil the part of the 
natives. The obstacle is malaria, and 
now we find that the prevalence of ma- 
laria, so far as man is concerned, de- 


" pends ou the mosquito, and that this 
pestilent little insect, in addition to ir- 
ritating and annoying, is the means by 
which the poison of malaria is propa- 
gated and distributed. 


For years back botanists have i---iown 


the important part played by bi.Js in 
the scattering of seed and of insects ia 
tho distribution of the pollen of plants, 
and it seems not unlikely that pathol- 
ogists will have to recognize in a much 
larger degree than has till lately been 
dono the large part taken by the subor- 
dinate forms of life by which we are 
surrounded—onr cattle, our horses, our 
dogs and cats, onr flies, onr mosquitoes, 
and perhaps even our fleas—in dis- 
tributing disease from man toman, and, 
as is stated in regard to the mosqni'o 
aad malaria, in deciding whether th-i 
extension of our empire over greaS area?

"I wss greatly atnneed, " mid a New 


Orleans citizen who has lately made • 
visit abroad, "to notice bow the term 
'Yankee' widens in application as one 
gets farther and farther away from the 
habitat of the real thing. 


"In New York a Yankee is common- 


ly supposed to he a native of Connecti- 
cut, Vermont or Massachusetts, and I 
Jbeve noticed 'that tho name iu applied 
to mean skinflints rather than to tho 
people iu general. In St. Louis a Yankee 
ii undersfcod loosely to beany one from 
the eitreme northeast.

Lack of Mastication Canse* Dy»pep- 


•in and TeetS Trouble*. 


Mastication is rapidly becoming a lost 


act, and, although we have become 
hardened to the fact that three-fonrtbt 
of the dyspepsia is doe to this cause, it 
might surprise some of us to know thai 
tbe early decay of the teeth and diseases 
of the gums are occasioned by this same 
lack of maxillary exercise.

disease, which is every day becoming 
more common, is caused almost entirely 
by the want of proper mastication. 
Twenty five years ago this tronble was- 
not considered of any importance by 
the dentist on account of its rare occur- 
rence. 


Today it is given more care tban the 


decay of the teetb, as be is frequently 
consulted by patients who have a fnll 
set of natural teeth which are quite loose 
in the jaw. Aside from this tbey are 
sound and healthy, and after a certain 
development in the disease nothing can 
be done to help them. 


By lack of exercise tbe blood which 


should nourish .both the bones and the 
gums is not carried to tbe part, nor does 
tbe blood carry sufficient material to tbe 
teeth; hence the enamel formed is de- 
fective, and early decay results. Fre- 
quently too, the mechanical develop- 
ment of the jaw is arrested by this same 
want of motion. 


Most of tbe food among the better 


class of people today is cooked so as to 
require very little mastication, and tho 
consequence is that tho muscles have 
become flabby, the jaws slender and tbe 
processes for the attachment of the 
muscles 
almost obliterated.—Boston

Uae of Drams. 


Travelers in uncivilized countries 


have often wondered bow some savage 
triiws were able to transmit news for 
hundreds of miles with no apparent 
facilities for doing so. An interesting 
light ia thown on this subject by Jose 
Each, who tells of tbe means by which 
the Indiana on the Amazou communi- 
cate with each other at a distance. Tbe 
natives live in groups of 100 to 200 
persons in settlements half a mile or a 
mile apart. In each dwelling there is a 
wooden, drum, which is buried for half 
its height in sand mixed with frag- 
ments of wood, bone and mica, and baa 
a triple diaphragm of leather, wood 
end rubber. Wben this drum is struck 
with a wooden mallet, the sound travels 
far and is distinctly beard in tbe other 
drurcs in the neighboring dwellings. 


It is beyond doubt that the transmis- 


sion of the sonud takes place through 
the earth, since the blows struck are 
scarcely audible outside of the houses 
in which tbe instruments are placed. 
After a "malocca," or dwelling, baa 
been "called up" by an initial blow 
conversation is carried on between tbe 
two drums. M Bach's explanation is 
that the communication is facilitated 
by the nature of the ground, the drums 
donbtlese resting upon one and tbe same 
Stratum of rock, since transmission 
through ordinary alluvial earth conld 
not be depended upon. This method 
furnishes an ingenious modification cf 
the process employed by Indians for 
perceiving distant noises, such as tbe 
gallop of a horse, which consists in ap- 
plying tbe ear to the earth.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

for these many years been following the 
ways of Anglo-Saxon civilization, has 
not more chariiis than Manila, whose 
attractions have been hidden from the 
world uiadur tbe cloud of Spnin's igno- 
rance, avarice and oppression. But un- 
der tha fostering influences of American 
ideas Manila is destined to assume her 
r"ightfnl position as one of the world's 
great commercial centers. 


Since the fall of the city and our oo- 


cnpation a wonderful change has beea 
wrought. In the two months during 
which our array has been In Manila 
American ideas have been thoroughly 
established. No longer does Manila take 
her midday eieita; no longer is business 
suspended at any time from early morn 
till late at night. The Escolta is tho 
principal business street of the city. 
The business section of it doe^not ex- 
tend for more than two blocks, only 
from the Santa Cruz plaza to tbe Plaza 
de Moraga. Along this part of the Escol- 
ta tbCie are many fine three story build- 
ings. Today the Escolta gives few evi- 
dences of the former Spanish rule or of 
the Spanish business houses which 
formerly had thair flaring street signs. 
Today one sees few other than Aiuen- 
can street signs. Were it not for the 
few haughty Spanish officers and the 
civilians of Spanish extraction whom 
one sees on tbe streets one could easily 
imagine himself on the street of an 
American city. The blue uniforms for- 
merly worn by Uncle Sam's men have 
been generally discarded for white cloth- 
ing, and tbe soldiers can scarcely be 
distinguished from civilians. 


The gamblers have all been driven 


from the streets, and tbe venders are 
now scarcely ever seen on the Escolta. 
These evilf, licensed by the Spanish au- 
thorities, will not be tolerated by Uncle 
Sam. The foul fruits sold on the streets 
were the cause of much sickness and 
disease. The authorities have given or- 
ders to prevent the sale of the native 
drinks, and other precautions to insnre 
the health of tho eoldiera have been 
taken. 
/ 


There are hundreds of Americans 


in Manila who are awaiting the 0e- 
cision of the peace commission era in- 
vesting their capital. In case of the re- 
tention of these islands there will be 
millions invested here within the next 
iew months. With the wonderful strides 
already made Manila would readily be- 
come a model American city, and witk 
the improvements iu the way of tBoira- 
tion which our modern ideas would 
provide it would be a puradiie for 
health, jnat as it now is for scenery. 
There are a score cf industries almost 
wholly undeveloped which American 
capitalists hope to revive in case of the 
retention of the Islands. 


There are few tropical countries 


which have greater charms than tbe is- 
land of Luzon, and tbe more one sees of 
it the more one falls in love with it. 
All along the bay and coast are the 
richest; alluvial lende, vrhioh bear all 
kinds of tropical agricultural products 
»nd where all varieties of tropical fruits 
grow without tbe aid of man's cultiva- 
tion. All a«out Manila bay tha natives 
cultivate rice and peanuts in their odd 
way. Like everything else, the agricul- 
tural methods of the natives are rude, 
and under modem methods these fertile 
fields would yield abundant returns. 


No more picturesque scene could bo 


Imagined tban the natives of tbe rural 
districts on Manila bay and those back 
toward the mountains. The rude bam- 
boo dwellings are generally built with 
their roofs coming nearly down to tbe 
ground. These habitations are usually 
filled to overflowing, half a dozen gen- 
erations occupying one shack. This is 
seemingly a ban?boo land, for almost 
everything is made of that material 
fhe natives live in bamboo houses, sleep 
on bamboo bedi and rest on bamboo 
chairs. They eat from bamboo pails 
with bamboo sticks and carry bamboo 
baskets with bamboo poles. 


Tbe mountains of Luzon are aaid to 


contain much gold, but of this no man 
yet knows. However, (bo natives seopr* 
mncb of tbe precious metal by washing 
in tho itreama which oome down from 
toe mountains. A mining corporation, 
whioh baa been in existence here for 
yenrg, haa confined itaelf to washing 
and dredging. Ere long tbe interior of 
Luzon will have been thoroughly ex- 
plored. It it known to contain a strange 
pygmy race who bnild tbeir dwellings 
In the tree tops. What else it contain! 
aside from the tropical jnngles, filled 
with great serpents and wild beasts, ii 
only a mntter of conjectnre. Perhapa 
•hortlv a new Oobir or a trpniotl 


dike wilfliave beea opened'Ita tfar new 
oriental possession. 
_, 


A trip up the Pasig takes ona through 


some of tha finest tropical country in 
tbe world, and it would b« difficult to 
imagine finer views than are presented 
iu such a trip. HUM in'Manila one can 
charter a launch for $23. Spaunli or a 
native craft oun bo secured for tho trip. 
The latter enables one to make the voy- 
age in true uativts style and under tho 
canvas which is ftretobed over the cen- 
ter of the queer craft with two or three 
dusky natives palling against the strong 
current with tbeir qaear oars, shaped 
something like tennis rackets. One can 
thns got tbe greatest pcm*it-]e advantages 
of saah a trip over these ploanaat inland 
waters. 


For 20 miles fine plantations of the 


native type are seen on either hand. 
There are stretches of a mile or so at 
frequent .intervals where tho various 
tropical trees come down to the water's 
edge, and ono can catch the fruits as 
ti;e canoo comes close into shore at the 
frequent bends of the rivor. After hav- 
ing passed our lines and presented our 
passes from the band of our army we 
are frequently held up by the native 
gonllnols, nnd to the command, "Venga 
aqui I" our native gnide paddles into 
ihore, and we present our papers, and, 
althocgh the man with the Manser 
knows not a word of English, we are 
permitted to proceed. 


It is astonishing how many fine na- 


tive towns dot the banks of the Pasig. 
These along the stream seem to be much 
cleaner and more attractive than any 
wehava yet seen on the island. A oanoe 
voyago of 20 miles brings ns to Bai 
lake, a fine sheet of watar of connder- 
able extent. A cruise aaont its shores 
reveals much interesting, and tbe*i we 
continue our sinuous course on up the 
Pasig, whose entrance into the boy-we 
.would have trouble to find were it not 
for our native guides, who know tha 
Pasig as our navigators know the inland 
seas which lie between our nativo land 
and Canada. As we go on up the stream 
the beauty of the country increases 
rather than diminishes, and so it is in 
oil the half hundred miles of the voy- 
age. All too soon must we put about 
osr native craft and drift with tho rapid 
current down this nobla stream of Lu- 
zon. Native craft of all kinds are to bo 
Been everywhere. Tha downward trip 
has its novelty and likewise its dangers. 
But we are safe in the hands of the Fil- 
ipinos, who know well tbe arc of navi- 
gation as applied to their primitive 
craft. 


A trip out the Manila and Dagupin 


railroad has many interesting Eights 
end is one which will give new ideas of 
tbe importance of Luzon. All ulong the 
.line are many evidences of the progress 
already made on the island and at dif- 
ferent points are towns with European 
dwellings. This primitive railroad, liko 
i.l\ other pioneers of its kind, has doue 
much toward preparing for the great 
changes which are now to come. In the 
near future Luzon will have other rail- 
road lines, for already capital to be in- 
vested in this direction is here await- 
ing the final word which will assure 
the retention of Luzon by Uncle Sam. 
It would be difflcolt to diagnose the 
present status of the insurgent oause on 
these islands. Aguinaldo and his ad- 
visers have signified their willingness to 
lay dowu their arms just as soon as as- 
LUred by our government that our occu- 
pation wiii D8 permanent. The reten- 
tion of their arras by the insurgents is 
only a precaution against the event of 
the Spanish coming id to possession of 
the city again. They still retain their 
military works around the city. But 
there is no hostility toward our arnjy 
on the part of tbe insurgents. 
Already 


many have left the insurgent army and 
taken up their domestic pursuits. 


In old Manila where prisoners of war 


are confined one sees some queer sights 
these days. 
The Spanish prisoners, 


while given many liberties, bear their 
imprisonment with ill grace. As a lo-

What houteuecper who even now 


tnny be a success at flower culture in- 
doors has iiot learned by cad ezperieno* 
the kind of care and the ooud»tio»8 
which govern the well being of pJnnto; 


Probably one of the greatert difficul- 


ties with which one has to contend in 
keeping plants in the "bouse is that 
parching drynesa of the atrao.pbara 
most noticeable in steam or furnaoa 
heatod houses. This condition M*y bo 
overcome to a certain extent by placing 
jars or pane of water on the radiatoia 
cr swinging them in the pipes just be- 
low the registers, thns furnishing a con- 
stant supply of moisture to the air by 
the evaporation of the water. Gas and 
duafc are enemies to plants. The former 
must bo prevented by proper regulation 
of the heuting apparatus nnd the latter 
by regular washing of the foliage. In 
spraying or sponging the foliage do not 
neglect the under sides of the leaves, 
for it is there that insects flrst make 
their appearance, and regular sponging 
will prevent them from starting or 
spreading. 


The temperature is another matter 


for consideration. In £*e average li*ing 
room the- temperature should be from 
68 to 70 degrees R, whioh for the ma- 
jority of plants will do very well, but 
there are some, such as carnations, vio- 
lets, primroses, callas, etc., whioh will 
thrive'better in a room where the tem- 
perature Is from 8 to 30 degrees lower. 


Another important part in the culti- 


vation of bouse plants is the watering, 
which influences to a great extent suc- 
cess or failure. To Jay down specific 
rules for watering would be a difficult 
matter. Too muob water will rot the 
roots and sour rbe soil, and not enough 
will starve it. The general tendency is 
to overwater. Supply water liberally 
when necessary; then withhold it en- 
tirely until the soil is in condition to 
be watered again. The soil in the pot 
ehould not be allowed to become dry 
like dust, but just so it will crumble 
nicely in the hand,—Brooklyn Citizen,

magnificent. I was in an Ohio buttery, 
posted on fiometery hill. V,'o woro runnuig 
Ebortof eaununftlofl when General Meaaa, 
tUsinisiihs hju staff below, rode with a 
niugle orderly to our exposed position. 
The boys were all at whito heat and in a 
state ol iniuil bordering on frenzy because 
the ammunition enlletl for hnd not come. 
They heard tho qaiot man on horseback 
fcay repeatedly to the captuin that the hill 
must be held K$ all hazards, ammunition 
or no ammunition. This vexed thorn, bui 
they knew thaf the officer, whoever ha 
was, spoko tho truth, and they began to 
collect thu unexploded shells that had been 
flred at them, by the Confederate batteries.

for these many years been following the 
ways of Anglo-Saxon civilization, has 
not more chariiis than Manila, whose 
attractions have been hidden from the 
world uiadur tbe cloud of Spnin's igno- 
rance, avarice and oppression. But un- 
der tha fostering influences of American 
ideas Manila is destined to assume her 
r"ightfnl position as one of the world's 
great commercial centers. 


Since the fall of the city and our oo- 


cnpation a wonderful change has beea 
wrought. In the two months during 
which our array has been In Manila 
American ideas have been thoroughly 
established. No longer does Manila take 
her midday eieita; no longer is business 
suspended at any time from early morn 
till late at night. The Escolta is tho 
principal business street of the city. 
The business section of it doe^not ex- 
tend for more than two blocks, only 
from the Santa Cruz plaza to tbe Plaza 
de Moraga. Along this part of the Escol- 
ta tbCie are many fine three story build- 
ings. Today the Escolta gives few evi- 
dences of the former Spanish rule or of 
the Spanish business houses which 
formerly had thair flaring street signs. 
Today one sees few other than Aiuen- 
can street signs. Were it not for the 
few haughty Spanish officers and the 
civilians of Spanish extraction whom 
one sees on tbe streets one could easily 
imagine himself on the street of an 
American city. The blue uniforms for- 
merly worn by Uncle Sam's men have 
been generally discarded for white cloth- 
ing, and tbe soldiers can scarcely be 
distinguished from civilians. 


The gamblers have all been driven 


from the streets, and tbe venders are 
now scarcely ever seen on the Escolta. 
These evilf, licensed by the Spanish au- 
thorities, will not be tolerated by Uncle 
Sam. The foul fruits sold on the streets 
were the cause of much sickness and 
disease. The authorities have given or- 
ders to prevent the sale of the native 
drinks, and other precautions to insnre 
the health of tho eoldiera have been 
taken. 
/ 


There are hundreds of Americans 


in Manila who are awaiting the 0e- 
cision of the peace commission era in- 
vesting their capital. In case of the re- 
tention of these islands there will be 
millions invested here within the next 
iew months. With the wonderful strides 
already made Manila would readily be- 
come a model American city, and witk 
the improvements iu the way of tBoira- 
tion which our modern ideas would 
provide it would be a puradiie for 
health, jnat as it now is for scenery. 
There are a score cf industries almost 
wholly undeveloped which American 
capitalists hope to revive in case of the 
retention of the Islands. 


There are few tropical countries 


which have greater charms than tbe is- 
land of Luzon, and tbe more one sees of 
it the more one falls in love with it. 
All along the bay and coast are the 
richest; alluvial lende, vrhioh bear all 
kinds of tropical agricultural products 
»nd where all varieties of tropical fruits 
grow without tbe aid of man's cultiva- 
tion. All a«out Manila bay tha natives 
cultivate rice and peanuts in their odd 
way. Like everything else, the agricul- 
tural methods of the natives are rude, 
and under modem methods these fertile 
fields would yield abundant returns. 


No more picturesque scene could bo 


Imagined tban the natives of tbe rural 
districts on Manila bay and those back 
toward the mountains. The rude bam- 
boo dwellings are generally built with 
their roofs coming nearly down to tbe 
ground. These habitations are usually 
filled to overflowing, half a dozen gen- 
erations occupying one shack. This is 
seemingly a ban?boo land, for almost 
everything is made of that material 
fhe natives live in bamboo houses, sleep 
on bamboo bedi and rest on bamboo 
chairs. They eat from bamboo pails 
with bamboo sticks and carry bamboo 
baskets with bamboo poles. 


Tbe mountains of Luzon are aaid to 


contain much gold, but of this no man 
yet knows. However, (bo natives seopr* 
mncb of tbe precious metal by washing 
in tho itreama which oome down from 
toe mountains. A mining corporation, 
whioh baa been in existence here for 
yenrg, haa confined itaelf to washing 
and dredging. Ere long tbe interior of 
Luzon will have been thoroughly ex- 
plored. It it known to contain a strange 
pygmy race who bnild tbeir dwellings 
In the tree tops. What else it contain! 
aside from the tropical jnngles, filled 
with great serpents and wild beasts, ii 
only a mntter of conjectnre. Perhapa 
•hortlv a new Oobir or a trpniotl 


dike wilfliave beea opened'Ita tfar new 
oriental possession. 
_, 


A trip up the Pasig takes ona through 


some of tha finest tropical country in 
tbe world, and it would b« difficult to 
imagine finer views than are presented 
iu such a trip. HUM in'Manila one can 
charter a launch for $23. Spaunli or a 
native craft oun bo secured for tho trip. 
The latter enables one to make the voy- 
age in true uativts style and under tho 
canvas which is ftretobed over the cen- 
ter of the queer craft with two or three 
dusky natives palling against the strong 
current with tbeir qaear oars, shaped 
something like tennis rackets. One can 
thns got tbe greatest pcm*it-]e advantages 
of saah a trip over these ploanaat inland 
waters. 


For 20 miles fine plantations of the 


native type are seen on either hand. 
There are stretches of a mile or so at 
frequent .intervals where tho various 
tropical trees come down to the water's 
edge, and ono can catch the fruits as 
ti;e canoo comes close into shore at the 
frequent bends of the rivor. After hav- 
ing passed our lines and presented our 
passes from the band of our army we 
are frequently held up by the native 
gonllnols, nnd to the command, "Venga 
aqui I" our native gnide paddles into 
ihore, and we present our papers, and, 
althocgh the man with the Manser 
knows not a word of English, we are 
permitted to proceed. 


It is astonishing how many fine na- 


tive towns dot the banks of the Pasig. 
These along the stream seem to be much 
cleaner and more attractive than any 
wehava yet seen on the island. A oanoe 
voyago of 20 miles brings ns to Bai 
lake, a fine sheet of watar of connder- 
able extent. A cruise aaont its shores 
reveals much interesting, and tbe*i we 
continue our sinuous course on up the 
Pasig, whose entrance into the boy-we 
.would have trouble to find were it not 
for our native guides, who know tha 
Pasig as our navigators know the inland 
seas which lie between our nativo land 
and Canada. As we go on up the stream 
the beauty of the country increases 
rather than diminishes, and so it is in 
oil the half hundred miles of the voy- 
age. All too soon must we put about 
osr native craft and drift with tho rapid 
current down this nobla stream of Lu- 
zon. Native craft of all kinds are to bo 
Been everywhere. Tha downward trip 
has its novelty and likewise its dangers. 
But we are safe in the hands of the Fil- 
ipinos, who know well tbe arc of navi- 
gation as applied to their primitive 
craft. 


A trip out the Manila and Dagupin 


railroad has many interesting Eights 
end is one which will give new ideas of 
tbe importance of Luzon. All ulong the 
.line are many evidences of the progress 
already made on the island and at dif- 
ferent points are towns with European 
dwellings. This primitive railroad, liko 
i.l\ other pioneers of its kind, has doue 
much toward preparing for the great 
changes which are now to come. In the 
near future Luzon will have other rail- 
road lines, for already capital to be in- 
vested in this direction is here await- 
ing the final word which will assure 
the retention of Luzon by Uncle Sam. 
It would be difflcolt to diagnose the 
present status of the insurgent oause on 
these islands. Aguinaldo and his ad- 
visers have signified their willingness to 
lay dowu their arms just as soon as as- 
LUred by our government that our occu- 
pation wiii D8 permanent. The reten- 
tion of their arras by the insurgents is 
only a precaution against the event of 
the Spanish coming id to possession of 
the city again. They still retain their 
military works around the city. But 
there is no hostility toward our arnjy 
on the part of tbe insurgents. 
Already 


many have left the insurgent army and 
taken up their domestic pursuits. 


In old Manila where prisoners of war 


are confined one sees some queer sights 
these days. 
The Spanish prisoners, 


while given many liberties, bear their 
imprisonment with ill grace. As a lo-

What houteuecper who even now 


tnny be a success at flower culture in- 
doors has iiot learned by cad ezperieno* 
the kind of care and the ooud»tio»8 
which govern the well being of pJnnto; 


Probably one of the greatert difficul- 


ties with which one has to contend in 
keeping plants in the "bouse is that 
parching drynesa of the atrao.pbara 
most noticeable in steam or furnaoa 
heatod houses. This condition M*y bo 
overcome to a certain extent by placing 
jars or pane of water on the radiatoia 
cr swinging them in the pipes just be- 
low the registers, thns furnishing a con- 
stant supply of moisture to the air by 
the evaporation of the water. Gas and 
duafc are enemies to plants. The former 
must bo prevented by proper regulation 
of the heuting apparatus nnd the latter 
by regular washing of the foliage. In 
spraying or sponging the foliage do not 
neglect the under sides of the leaves, 
for it is there that insects flrst make 
their appearance, and regular sponging 
will prevent them from starting or 
spreading. 


The temperature is another matter 


for consideration. In £*e average li*ing 
room the- temperature should be from 
68 to 70 degrees R, whioh for the ma- 
jority of plants will do very well, but 
there are some, such as carnations, vio- 
lets, primroses, callas, etc., whioh will 
thrive'better in a room where the tem- 
perature Is from 8 to 30 degrees lower. 


Another important part in the culti- 


vation of bouse plants is the watering, 
which influences to a great extent suc- 
cess or failure. To Jay down specific 
rules for watering would be a difficult 
matter. Too muob water will rot the 
roots and sour rbe soil, and not enough 
will starve it. The general tendency is 
to overwater. Supply water liberally 
when necessary; then withhold it en- 
tirely until the soil is in condition to 
be watered again. The soil in the pot 
ehould not be allowed to become dry 
like dust, but just so it will crumble 
nicely in the hand,—Brooklyn Citizen,

"The ar<v-llery fire at Geuyb'uuig," scid 


a gunner 61 the old war, "wa^ simply 
magnificent. I was in an Ohio buttery, 
posted on fiometery hill. V,'o woro runnuig 
Ebortof eaununftlofl when General Meaaa, 
tUsinisiihs hju staff below, rode with a 
niugle orderly to our exposed position. 
The boys were all at whito heat and in a 
state ol iniuil bordering on frenzy because 
the ammunition enlletl for hnd not come. 
They heard tho qaiot man on horseback 
fcay repeatedly to the captuin that the hill 
must be held K$ all hazards, ammunition 
or no ammunition. This vexed thorn, bui 
they knew thaf the officer, whoever ha 
was, spoko tho truth, and they began to 
collect thu unexploded shells that had been 
flred at them, by the Confederate batteries. 


"There were a good many of these scat- 


tered over our part of tho bill, and when 
Meade epmprebcBcted what the boys were 
doing he was greatly pleased.

The Jnaugnral addresses of the 


mayors of Massachusetts cities annual- 
ly call forth a. good deal of lofty criti- 
cism. The criticism is generally di- 
rected towards extravagance, as the 
critics see it. Sage advice is given to 
the cities to spend as they grow and 
they are warned if they do not stop 
spending they wil plung« themselves 
Into debt and advance the tax rate to 
the point of making the cities unde- 
Birable places for people and industry 
to settle in. This kind of advice sounds 
very good, but the history of some 
•western M-asachusetts cities shows that 
euch theories of the study are not 
proven by the practice of the commu- 
nity. People and industry will not lo- 
cate in unclean, dark cities which have 
poor streets, poor schools, poor water 
systems and poor flre protection. They 
demand the best of these things and 
ere willing to pay their share for main- 
taining them. The cities which have 
the best of them get the people and 
get the industries. The past five years 
make the most astonishing period in 
the growth of North Adams and those 
years make the period of the commu- 
nity's heaviest spending. 
"Workmen 


have flocked to the city to take advan- 
tage of the opportunities afforded by 
our industries. 
TbSy" "have" In a very 


marked way stimulated the real es- 
tate market by establishing themselves 
In homes and causing real estate men 
to provide tenements of good quality. 
Real estate values have been rapidly 
Increased and real estate pays the 
taxes. The people are pleased with the 
public conveniences and the industries 
'are not objecting to the tax rate. In 
fact leaders in industries bearing the 
heaviest tax burden have shown the 
mo-it liberal spirit towards the public 
expenditure, and the tax-paying* homes 
of the city would not reduce the effi- 
ciency of the schools, th« accommo- 
dations of the streets, the excellence 
ef the water supply, the: thorongbness 
;£ our street lighting or the protection 
ef our flra system for the considera- 
tion ot reduced taxes. Of course few 
communities can fit themselves as 
cwnfortably for public living as they 
would like to just as few families can 
>urro«nd th«ms«lves with -all the neces- 
sities and refinements their needs and 
tulture crave. This must be borne in 
mind so that 
expenditure 
may be 


•topptd at the proper point, but it 
should also be borne in mind that a 
cffrntrrantty which is not demanding 
expenditure for public necessities is 
IB a ;low stfkte of public life.

Havana, Jan. 5.—Senor Hernandez, 


editor of El Reconcentrado, issued yes- 
terday a third attack upon his old enemy, 
Zacarias Bresmes, whom, with three 
others, he accuses of blowing up the 
United States battleship Maine. Bres- 
mes, who was a judge and politician, 
sailed far Spain about two weeks ago. 
The installments of the story thus far 
have been devoted to the alleged felonies 
and treacheries of Bre&mes. The editor 
tells his readers to be patient, as in due 
time they will get the facts regarding 
the Maine explosion. He describes his 
proof as "largely moral." 


Captain Slgsbee, in writing in The Cen- 


tury of the sinking of his ship, has in- 
sinuated in language as strong as is per- 
missible to a naval officer dealing with 
state secrets that the end was not yet, 
that circumstances tended to show the 
existence of a Spanish plot, and ftjat light 
might yet be shed on the mystery. Nor 
does the fact that the peace commis- 
sioners have treated the tragedy as "a 
closed incident" prevent the curiosity of 
naval and other high officials from im- 
proving the opportunities for investiga- 
tion that come with possession of the 
wire and torpedo stations ashore, and 
untramelled liberty to search the harbor 
bottom to their hearts' content. During 
the original investigation the board of 
Inquiry held its sessions under the yawn- 
ing mouths of Spanish cannon, and the 
Spanish torpedo arrangements might as 
well have been in the moon as within 
pistol shot, eo far as their inspection was 
concerned. 


Unless the Spaniards took precautions 


before they retired on Jan. 1 to obliterate 
all clues whereby the operations of their 
secret mines may be- traced, it is prob- 
able that the experts of the United States 
engineering service will, ere long, be in a 
position to write a new chapter in the 
history of the Maine. Should their re- 
port show evidences of official connivance 
on the part of the Spaniards in a plot for 
destruction of the ship, and should tho 
charges against Zecarlas Bresmes, the 
fugitive Spanish judge, prove to be well 
founded, the Influence thereof may be 
very decidedly against the acceptance of 
tha treaty of peace which yesterday was 
presented to the United States senate 
and might result in its ultimate rejection. 


The specific charge against Judge 


Bresmes is that he was one of those ac- 
tively engaged in the plot which resulted 
in the destruction of the Maine. El Re- 
concentrado, the Cuba Ubre official or- 
gan, says: 


"When the Maine cam* into Havana 


harbor Bresmes declared In the Spanish 
cafes that such an act of audacity on the 
part of the Yankees could-not pass with- 
out punishment. His threats were direct, 
and boded destruction to the American 
ship. 'His associates were Felipe Gon- 
zalez, Dlo Slo Vega and EJuseblo Azcue, 
violent Spaniards. 


"These men boasted'that the Yankees 


were about to get their due, though no" 
charge can be directed against any save 
Bresmes. 


"He and the hot-headed Spaniards of 


Murallo street met nightly at a house 
near the corner of Murallo and Habana 
utreets, where the police know the plot 
against the Maine was concerted and all 
arrangements completed. 


"When the explosion took place Bres- 


mes vf&M in the Tacon theater with 
friends. At the sound of the explosion 
he cried, 'There goes the Maine.' Cham- 
pagne was drunfc in honor of the terribly 
event at the moment when others were 
vaguely Inquiring of one another what 
had happened." 


Bresmes' name was mentioned before 


the American court of inquiry, but not 
sufficient evidence was then forthcoming 
to warrant any action, and all reference 
to him was suppressed in the pri,Iished 
reports.

SCHEMES THAT HAVE FAILED. 


The Broadway ITnderffroand ROM! 


Wbioh W»> Bcitim Nearly Thirty 
Year* A«o, but Never Finl»h*d— Ar- 
•ade Hallway— Corbln'a Tunnel. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6.— [Special. ] 


opposition, which \t bad enough, and cbe 
indifference of tho public to their schemes, 
which is worse, the rapid trunsiC commis- 
sioners do not seem yet to have been 
effectually downed. 


They still hope to see Manhattan Island 


pierced from end to end by a railroad tun- 
nel through which trains furnishing real 
rapid transit shall rtiu. The commission- 
ers' latest scheme — to help pay tho ex- 
penses of the underground road by selling 
electricity for lighting aud heating pur- 
poses. — has caused more talk than any* 
thing eliia they have proposed in a long 
time. It is, of course, directly opposed to 
Mr. Croker's euhoine, indorsed n few days 
ago by Comptroller Color, to have the 
tunnel dug by private parties. 


Tnnuel* Tlint Failed. 


Although \ew York ia less advanced in 


tunnel transit than tha many other great 
cities, it is hero and nowhere else 
that tho first intramural tunnol rond was 
projected. Hoferenoo is not now made to 
the tunnel under Murray Hill, through 


j which the Fourth avenue surface road 
I passes, but to a genuine underground sys- 
| tern of transit laid out beneath Broadway, 


j the principal thoroughfare of the lown. 


Had it been completed as begun there 
would cover have been an elevated road 
in Now York, or at most it' would have 
been only an afterthought. 


The Broadway tunnel railroad wns pro- 


jected nearly 30 years ago. when tbo first 
extended agitation for improved transit 
sprang up. New York was a much small- 
er oity then than now, yet the facilities for 
travel on this island were BO much inferior 
to those we at present enjoy that the situ- 
ation must havo been decidedly worse 
than that from which wa now suffer, bad 
as ib is. It w«s not purposed by tbe pro- 
jectors of the scheme that the city should 
build the road, but that it should be con- 
structed by private capital. 


Of course there was strong opposition, 


sojuo of it from persons who honustly be- 
lieved tho building of an underground 
road in Broadway would weaken the foun- 
dations of the buildings frontiag thereon 
and some of it from thosa who favored the 
construction of aerial or elevated roads. 
Jn 1870, in order to demonstrate the fal- 
sity of the idea that foundations would be 
damaged, an experimental underground 
section was put down between Warren and 
Hurray street, rails were laid, and a car 
was put upon them. Access to the line 
was had through a station under the side- 
walk at the corner of Warren street and 
Broadway. 


To enter the station you had to go 


through the basement of the building long 
occupied as » clothing store, but destroyed 
by the recent big flre that damaged a tall 
life insurance building and tested the fire- 
proof qualities of the so called skyscrapers. 
The top of the tunnel, which wai circular, 
was 21 fee.t 6 inches below the pavement 
level, quite low enough to avoid all gas 
and water pipes. The car which was pot 
cfti was operated some time by pneumatic 
pressure. It worked well. Nobody claimed 
otherwise, yet for some reason, probably 
the greater hustling qualities of those who 
backed- the elevated project, the under- 
ground scheme finally fell through, and 
the car was taken off. But for year* 
thereafter the tunnel entrance was kept 
open, and visitors. were allowed to inspecs 
tho tunnel. In 1891, however, the en- 
trance was bricked up, but the tunnel is 
still undoubtedly intact; and in as good 
condition as ever, for nono but the best 
work was put in, 'and the best work lasts. 


Brought Ont a Great Invention. 
One of the reasons for sinking the road 


so far below the surface was furnished by 
the desire to bore the tunnel without stop- 
ping the traffic of Broadway. Down to 
that time no practical device for rapid 
tunnel machine boring had been perfect- 
ed ; but, it being obvious that such a con- 
trivance would be needed if the road were 
to be built, one of its projectors gathered 
his wits about him and invented the ma- 
chine. It may Interest the reader to know 
that, though tho machine has net yet been 
allowed to scoop out a route for a railroad 
under Broad way, jt L..s netted its inventor 
a good many thousand dollars in royal- 
ties, having been utilized in the excava- 
tion of some famous railroad bores. 


Most of the projectors of the Broadway 


tunnel road that was begun in 1870, but 
never !ms been finished, are now dead. 
They fought as well as they knew for the 
success of their project, but they failed ex- 
actly as mostcarefolobserversof the situa- 
tion hero now think-the projectors of the 
present tunnel scheme will fall. 


OUier Undcrgrronnd ScbemeB. 


After the failure of the Broadway sub- 


road scheme there was another one for the 
building of a socalled Arcade railroad un- 
der Broadway. It was virtually a plan to 
build a subterranean street, as wide as 
Broadway itself between curbs. At first 
blush it would appear that this project 
could not have been carried through with- 
out obstructing the traffic of the thorough- 
fare, but its projectors had an ingenious 
plan by which they felt certain this could 
be avoided. The Arcade railway, though, 
never got a tithe as far along on the way 
to completion as the Broadway tunnel. 


Both these underground plans collapsed 


so long ago as virtually to belong to a 
generation that has now passed away, but 
tha woods havo been full ol tnnneJ scfaeires 
here in Xew York ever since. On one of 
these — the proposed railroad tunnel to 
MOV? Jersey under tho Hndson river— dol 
lars to the amount of millions and men's 
lives by the hnndred bave been squander- 
ed. It is now nothing but a conplu of 
abandoned holes under tho river bed, ojio 
reaching tho surface in Hoboken pud the 
other in New York. Worse yet, both holes 
are now full of water. One funnel has 
been built and is now in successful opera- 
tion. It reaches under tho East river froiii 
Manhattan to Brooklyn. It affords transit 
for gas, however, and not for railroad 
traiTis, trolley cars or any other vehicle in 
which human beings may travel. One of 
the most ambitions tunnel schemes ever 
broached here was planned ten years ago 
by a lot of well known men to connect the 
Long Island railroad, the Now York Cen- 
tral and tho great railroad terminals in 
Jersey City. It was to pass under both 
the Hudson and the East rivers. It was 
not to come to the surface at all in Man- 
hattan, but there were to be stations on 
this island reached by perpendicular 
shafts. Tho Into Austin Corbin was great- 
ly Interested in this scheme. General Hoy 
Stone was president of tho company, 
which may still be fti existence. No exca- 
vating worth mentioning was done.

THE COMPASS AND THE GROWING 


USE OF ELECTRICITY. 


A D*nv*r That the Mmtuetiu Needlf 


May Be n«n<tered Practically V»e- 
Ien« to tbe .Mariner and the Sur- 
veyor—A Curlonn Dl»covery. 


Although the invention nud introduc- 


tion of the trolley system of street rail 
ways have been of inestimable value tc 
civilization it has incidentally wrought 
some harm here and there. Ernphusu 
was laid on one of these drawbacks tc 
eleotrio traction in the address delivered 
by Professor A. W. Rucker at a reoent 
meeting of the British Association Foi 
the Advancement of Science. 


In various parts of the world observa 


toriea have been established for the pnr 
pose of keeping track of tho changes in 
tho direction in which tho magnetic 
needle points. It was long ago discov 
ered not only that the compass does not 
aim directly at the north pole, but that 
the amount of variation in its indica- 
tions from true north undergoes slow 
alterations. Hence it is necessary to 
mako fresh charts, showing the varia- 
tion for different parts of the globo 
every few years, Bnt in order to get 
the data for such corrections—of the 
higdest importance to the surveyor and 
mariner—it is requisite that careful ob- 
servations be made continuously at a 
number of widely separated points. 


Two of the most famous snd hitherto 


useful institutions of this class aro situ- 
ated in Washington, in the grounds of 
the naval observatory and in Toronto 
The interference of the electric currents 
tbat • run through the earth and the 
track of trolley lines which have been 
constructed near these observatories in- 
terfere so much with the behavior of 
tbe instruments of both places that the 
records now obtained are practically 
worthless. And the experts are greaily 
puzzled by the problem of escaping from 
this vexatious interruption of their 
work. 


So delicate are the influences which 


tbe magnets in such an observatory are 
intended to investicate tbat they can be 
perceived only when the apparatus is 
most scrnpolcrasly guarded. The room 
in which they are mounted is under 
ground. Visitors are never admitted es 
cept under unusual circumstances and 
are required to deposit; their jackkuives, 
keys and all other metallic objects about 
their persons before entering the apart- 
ment. The magnets, generally bars of 
steel not over six inches long, are poised 
above a scale that is graduated to the 
most minute fractions, and a telescope, 
on an adjacent pillar, is need to read 
the fluctuations, which are too small to 
be discernible by the unassisted eye. A 
tiny mirror, as big as a dime, catches a 
beam of light more slender than the 
lead in, a pencil and reflects it away tc 
a sheefof slowly moving photographic 
paper, on which a permanent record if 
made. The arrangement of the apparatus 
is gucb that the movement of the mag- 
net is magnified many times in the rec- 
ord, in order to render the changes pei- 
:epti ble. 


There aro three sets of instruments 


m duty in such an observatory. One 
wingi horizontally, like a mariner's 
orapass. Another dips up and down 
\ third i» designed to measure the in 
.'nsity of the earth's magnetism, which 
s a separate thing from the direction 
n which it acts. And eo sensitive are 
hey tbat their readings are apt to be 
ntwfered with by exceedingly trivial 
;anses. It is customary for the snperin 
.endent to inscribe on tlJe scroll "Visit 
)rs admitted," -whenever such a breach 
of tbe regulations is permitted, so tbat 
if any abnormal fluctuation ia detected 
in the motion of tha magnets a suspicion 
of its meaning will be excited in the 
mind of the scientist who afterward ex 
amines the photographic trace. 


In spite of the delicacy of the appa- 


rates, it may seem surprising to the lay 
mind that the passage of trolley cur 
rents at a distance of many rods from 
tbe observatory shonld be able to affect 
tbe instruments within. But they do, 
uid it is impossible to separate in tbe 
ecord the variations produced by genu 
D6 changes in terrestrial magnetism 
rom those which are caused by the 
roBey 
Professor Rncker said a few 


lays ago: "From all parts of the world 
,ve hear of observatories ruined or 
hreatened by the invasion of the elec- 
rical engineer. Toronto and Washing- 
en bave already succumbed, Potsdam, 
'arc St. Manr, Greenwich and Kew are 
,esieged, and the issue largely depends 
ipon whether these great national ob- 
ervatones can or cannot make good 
heir defense."

This kind of advice sounds 
very good, but the history of some 
•western M-asachusetts cities shows that 
euch theories of the study are not 
proven by the practice of the commu- 
nity. People and industry will not lo- 
cate in unclean, dark cities which have 
poor streets, poor schools, poor water 
systems and poor flre protection. They 
demand the best of these things and 
ere willing to pay their share for main- 
taining them. The cities which have 
the best of them get the people and 
get the industries. The past five years 
make the most astonishing period in 
the growth of North Adams and those 
years make the period of the commu- 
nity's heaviest spending. 
"Workmen 


have flocked to the city to take advan- 
tage of the opportunities afforded by 
our industries. 
TbSy" "have" In a very 


marked way stimulated the real es- 
tate market by establishing themselves 
In homes and causing real estate men 
to provide tenements of good quality. 
Real estate values have been rapidly 
Increased and real estate pays the 
taxes. The people are pleased with the 
public conveniences and the industries 
'are not objecting to the tax rate. In 
fact leaders in industries bearing the 
heaviest tax burden have shown the 
mo-it liberal spirit towards the public 
expenditure, and the tax-paying* homes 
of the city would not reduce the effi- 
ciency of the schools, th« accommo- 
dations of the streets, the excellence 
ef the water supply, the: thorongbness 
;£ our street lighting or the protection 
ef our flra system for the considera- 
tion ot reduced taxes. Of course few 
communities can fit themselves as 
cwnfortably for public living as they 
would like to just as few families can 
>urro«nd th«ms«lves with -all the neces- 
sities and refinements their needs and 
tulture crave. This must be borne in 
mind so that 
expenditure 
may be 


•topptd at the proper point, but it 
should also be borne in mind that a 
cffrntrrantty which is not demanding 
expenditure for public necessities is 
IB a ;low stfkte of public life.

Havana, Jan. 5.—Senor Hernandez, 


editor of El Reconcentrado, issued yes- 
terday a third attack upon his old enemy, 
Zacarias Bresmes, whom, with three 
others, he accuses of blowing up the 
United States battleship Maine. Bres- 
mes, who was a judge and politician, 
sailed far Spain about two weeks ago. 
The installments of the story thus far 
have been devoted to the alleged felonies 
and treacheries of Bre&mes. The editor 
tells his readers to be patient, as in due 
time they will get the facts regarding 
the Maine explosion. He describes his 
proof as "largely moral." 


Captain Slgsbee, in writing in The Cen- 


tury of the sinking of his ship, has in- 
sinuated in language as strong as is per- 
missible to a naval officer dealing with 
state secrets that the end was not yet, 
that circumstances tended to show the 
existence of a Spanish plot, and ftjat light 
might yet be shed on the mystery. Nor 
does the fact that the peace commis- 
sioners have treated the tragedy as "a 
closed incident" prevent the curiosity of 
naval and other high officials from im- 
proving the opportunities for investiga- 
tion that come with possession of the 
wire and torpedo stations ashore, and 
untramelled liberty to search the harbor 
bottom to their hearts' content. During 
the original investigation the board of 
Inquiry held its sessions under the yawn- 
ing mouths of Spanish cannon, and the 
Spanish torpedo arrangements might as 
well have been in the moon as within 
pistol shot, eo far as their inspection was 
concerned. 


Unless the Spaniards took precautions 


before they retired on Jan. 1 to obliterate 
all clues whereby the operations of their 
secret mines may be- traced, it is prob- 
able that the experts of the United States 
engineering service will, ere long, be in a 
position to write a new chapter in the 
history of the Maine. Should their re- 
port show evidences of official connivance 
on the part of the Spaniards in a plot for 
destruction of the ship, and should tho 
charges against Zecarlas Bresmes, the 
fugitive Spanish judge, prove to be well 
founded, the Influence thereof may be 
very decidedly against the acceptance of 
tha treaty of peace which yesterday was 
presented to the United States senate 
and might result in its ultimate rejection. 


The specific charge against Judge 


Bresmes is that he was one of those ac- 
tively engaged in the plot which resulted 
in the destruction of the Maine. El Re- 
concentrado, the Cuba Ubre official or- 
gan, says: 


"When the Maine cam* into Havana 


harbor Bresmes declared In the Spanish 
cafes that such an act of audacity on the 
part of the Yankees could-not pass with- 
out punishment. His threats were direct, 
and boded destruction to the American 
ship. 'His associates were Felipe Gon- 
zalez, Dlo Slo Vega and EJuseblo Azcue, 
violent Spaniards. 


"These men boasted'that the Yankees 


were about to get their due, though no" 
charge can be directed against any save 
Bresmes. 


"He and the hot-headed Spaniards of 


Murallo street met nightly at a house 
near the corner of Murallo and Habana 
utreets, where the police know the plot 
against the Maine was concerted and all 
arrangements completed. 


"When the explosion took place Bres- 


mes vf&M in the Tacon theater with 
friends. At the sound of the explosion 
he cried, 'There goes the Maine.' Cham- 
pagne was drunfc in honor of the terribly 
event at the moment when others were 
vaguely Inquiring of one another what 
had happened." 


Bresmes' name was mentioned before 


the American court of inquiry, but not 
sufficient evidence was then forthcoming 
to warrant any action, and all reference 
to him was suppressed in the pri,Iished 
reports.

consecutive day General Henry at San 
Juan reported by cable to the war de- 
partment yesterday that there were no 
deaths among the American troops 
garrisoning Porto Rico. This is a most 
remarkable showing, indicating that 
camps there are now healthier than any 
city in the world.

SCHEMES THAT HAVE FAILED. 


The Broadway ITnderffroand ROM! 


Wbioh W»> Bcitim Nearly Thirty 
Year* A«o, but Never Finl»h*d— Ar- 
•ade Hallway— Corbln'a Tunnel. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6.— [Special. ] 


opposition, which \t bad enough, and cbe 
indifference of tho public to their schemes, 
which is worse, the rapid trunsiC commis- 
sioners do not seem yet to have been 
effectually downed. 


They still hope to see Manhattan Island 


pierced from end to end by a railroad tun- 
nel through which trains furnishing real 
rapid transit shall rtiu. The commission- 
ers' latest scheme — to help pay tho ex- 
penses of the underground road by selling 
electricity for lighting aud heating pur- 
poses. — has caused more talk than any* 
thing eliia they have proposed in a long 
time. It is, of course, directly opposed to 
Mr. Croker's euhoine, indorsed n few days 
ago by Comptroller Color, to have the 
tunnel dug by private parties. 


Tnnuel* Tlint Failed. 


Although \ew York ia less advanced in 


tunnel transit than tha many other great 
cities, it is hero and nowhere else 
that tho first intramural tunnol rond was 
projected. Hoferenoo is not now made to 
the tunnel under Murray Hill, through 


j which the Fourth avenue surface road 
I passes, but to a genuine underground sys- 
| tern of transit laid out beneath Broadway, 


j the principal thoroughfare of the lown. 


Had it been completed as begun there 
would cover have been an elevated road 
in Now York, or at most it' would have 
been only an afterthought. 


The Broadway tunnel railroad wns pro- 


jected nearly 30 years ago. when tbo first 
extended agitation for improved transit 
sprang up. New York was a much small- 
er oity then than now, yet the facilities for 
travel on this island were BO much inferior 
to those we at present enjoy that the situ- 
ation must havo been decidedly worse 
than that from which wa now suffer, bad 
as ib is. It w«s not purposed by tbe pro- 
jectors of the scheme that the city should 
build the road, but that it should be con- 
structed by private capital. 


Of course there was strong opposition, 


sojuo of it from persons who honustly be- 
lieved tho building of an underground 
road in Broadway would weaken the foun- 
dations of the buildings frontiag thereon 
and some of it from thosa who favored the 
construction of aerial or elevated roads. 
Jn 1870, in order to demonstrate the fal- 
sity of the idea that foundations would be 
damaged, an experimental underground 
section was put down between Warren and 
Hurray street, rails were laid, and a car 
was put upon them. Access to the line 
was had through a station under the side- 
walk at the corner of Warren street and 
Broadway. 


To enter the station you had to go 


through the basement of the building long 
occupied as » clothing store, but destroyed 
by the recent big flre that damaged a tall 
life insurance building and tested the fire- 
proof qualities of the so called skyscrapers. 
The top of the tunnel, which wai circular, 
was 21 fee.t 6 inches below the pavement 
level, quite low enough to avoid all gas 
and water pipes. The car which was pot 
cfti was operated some time by pneumatic 
pressure. It worked well. Nobody claimed 
otherwise, yet for some reason, probably 
the greater hustling qualities of those who 
backed- the elevated project, the under- 
ground scheme finally fell through, and 
the car was taken off. But for year* 
thereafter the tunnel entrance was kept 
open, and visitors. were allowed to inspecs 
tho tunnel. In 1891, however, the en- 
trance was bricked up, but the tunnel is 
still undoubtedly intact; and in as good 
condition as ever, for nono but the best 
work was put in, 'and the best work lasts. 


Brought Ont a Great Invention. 
One of the reasons for sinking the road 


so far below the surface was furnished by 
the desire to bore the tunnel without stop- 
ping the traffic of Broadway. Down to 
that time no practical device for rapid 
tunnel machine boring had been perfect- 
ed ; but, it being obvious that such a con- 
trivance would be needed if the road were 
to be built, one of its projectors gathered 
his wits about him and invented the ma- 
chine. It may Interest the reader to know 
that, though tho machine has net yet been 
allowed to scoop out a route for a railroad 
under Broad way, jt L..s netted its inventor 
a good many thousand dollars in royal- 
ties, having been utilized in the excava- 
tion of some famous railroad bores. 


Most of the projectors of the Broadway 


tunnel road that was begun in 1870, but 
never !ms been finished, are now dead. 
They fought as well as they knew for the 
success of their project, but they failed ex- 
actly as mostcarefolobserversof the situa- 
tion hero now think-the projectors of the 
present tunnel scheme will fall. 


OUier Undcrgrronnd ScbemeB. 


After the failure of the Broadway sub- 


road scheme there was another one for the 
building of a socalled Arcade railroad un- 
der Broadway. It was virtually a plan to 
build a subterranean street, as wide as 
Broadway itself between curbs. At first 
blush it would appear that this project 
could not have been carried through with- 
out obstructing the traffic of the thorough- 
fare, but its projectors had an ingenious 
plan by which they felt certain this could 
be avoided. The Arcade railway, though, 
never got a tithe as far along on the way 
to completion as the Broadway tunnel. 


Both these underground plans collapsed 


so long ago as virtually to belong to a 
generation that has now passed away, but 
tha woods havo been full ol tnnneJ scfaeires 
here in Xew York ever since. On one of 
these — the proposed railroad tunnel to 
MOV? Jersey under tho Hndson river— dol 
lars to the amount of millions and men's 
lives by the hnndred bave been squander- 
ed. It is now nothing but a conplu of 
abandoned holes under tho river bed, ojio 
reaching tho surface in Hoboken pud the 
other in New York. Worse yet, both holes 
are now full of water. One funnel has 
been built and is now in successful opera- 
tion. It reaches under tho East river froiii 
Manhattan to Brooklyn. It affords transit 
for gas, however, and not for railroad 
traiTis, trolley cars or any other vehicle in 
which human beings may travel. One of 
the most ambitions tunnel schemes ever 
broached here was planned ten years ago 
by a lot of well known men to connect the 
Long Island railroad, the Now York Cen- 
tral and tho great railroad terminals in 
Jersey City. It was to pass under both 
the Hudson and the East rivers. It was 
not to come to the surface at all in Man- 
hattan, but there were to be stations on 
this island reached by perpendicular 
shafts. Tho Into Austin Corbin was great- 
ly Interested in this scheme. General Hoy 
Stone was president of tho company, 
which may still be fti existence. No exca- 
vating worth mentioning was done.

THE COMPASS AND THE GROWING 


USE OF ELECTRICITY. 


A D*nv*r That the Mmtuetiu Needlf 


May Be n«n<tered Practically V»e- 
Ien« to tbe .Mariner and the Sur- 
veyor—A Curlonn Dl»covery. 


Although the invention nud introduc- 


tion of the trolley system of street rail 
ways have been of inestimable value tc 
civilization it has incidentally wrought 
some harm here and there. Ernphusu 
was laid on one of these drawbacks tc 
eleotrio traction in the address delivered 
by Professor A. W. Rucker at a reoent 
meeting of the British Association Foi 
the Advancement of Science. 


In various parts of the world observa 


toriea have been established for the pnr 
pose of keeping track of tho changes in 
tho direction in which tho magnetic 
needle points. It was long ago discov 
ered not only that the compass does not 
aim directly at the north pole, but that 
the amount of variation in its indica- 
tions from true north undergoes slow 
alterations. Hence it is necessary to 
mako fresh charts, showing the varia- 
tion for different parts of the globo 
every few years, Bnt in order to get 
the data for such corrections—of the 
higdest importance to the surveyor and 
mariner—it is requisite that careful ob- 
servations be made continuously at a 
number of widely separated points. 


Two of the most famous snd hitherto 


useful institutions of this class aro situ- 
ated in Washington, in the grounds of 
the naval observatory and in Toronto 
The interference of the electric currents 
tbat • run through the earth and the 
track of trolley lines which have been 
constructed near these observatories in- 
terfere so much with the behavior of 
tbe instruments of both places that the 
records now obtained are practically 
worthless. And the experts are greaily 
puzzled by the problem of escaping from 
this vexatious interruption of their 
work. 


So delicate are the influences which 


tbe magnets in such an observatory are 
intended to investicate tbat they can be 
perceived only when the apparatus is 
most scrnpolcrasly guarded. The room 
in which they are mounted is under 
ground. Visitors are never admitted es 
cept under unusual circumstances and 
are required to deposit; their jackkuives, 
keys and all other metallic objects about 
their persons before entering the apart- 
ment. The magnets, generally bars of 
steel not over six inches long, are poised 
above a scale that is graduated to the 
most minute fractions, and a telescope, 
on an adjacent pillar, is need to read 
the fluctuations, which are too small to 
be discernible by the unassisted eye.

JANUARY. 


The closing events ot 1S97 in the Span-

The elevation of Sa- 
gasta to the office of prime minister 
was followed by the recall of Weylei 
and the appointment of Blanco as cap 
tain and governor general of Cuba. Th 
feeling of the Spanish populace in Cubs 
was very bitter against the Americans 
on account of the tone of President Mc- 
Kinley's message, which reflected se 
verely upon Weyler's admlnistratioi 
ind took a favorable view of Blanco': 
Plans of reform. 


In view of the demonstrations in Ha 


rana, the Atlantic squadron was place 
in readiness and early in January ren 
flezvoused off Key West. Captain Sigs- 
bee of the Maine was in constant com- 
munication with Consul General Fitz- 
Hugh Lee at Havana. On the night 
of Jan. 24, in consequence of a commu- 
nication received from General Lee, 
Captain Sigsbee was ordered to proceed 
at once to Havana on a friendly visit.

FEBRUARY. 


Early In February Captain Sigsbee 


made a special effort to entertain the 
Spanish people on board the Maine, but 
without success. The captain and. his 
officers visited the city frequently, and 
to all appearances Havana was as or- 
derly as any *ity in the most peaceful 
times. The political air, however, was 
not clear. On the 7th of February the 
famous or rather infamous.De Lome 
letter Vas made public. In this letter 
Senor de Lome, the Spanish minister to 
the United States, referred contemptu- 
ously to President McKinley. Senor de 
Lome.confessed that he had written it 
and resigned. On the 14th of the month 
Senor Polo y Bernabe took the portfolio 
as Spanish minister in place of De 
Lome. 


On the next night the battleship 


Maine wqj blowr, up at her moorings 
in the harbor of Havana, and 266 of 
the officers and crew lost their lives in 
consequence. The conclusion was reach- 
ed at once by Americans that the de- 
struction of the Maine was due to Span- 
ish treachery. 


Meanwhile the humanitarian aspect 


pf the situation in Cuba, which all 
along had kept alive the sympathies of 
the American people with the struggling 
insurgents, had not been lost sight of 
On the 14th of February the house and 
senate both voted, without a dissenting 
voice, resolutions calling upon the sec- i 
retary of state for full information re- 
garding the condition of the reconcen- 
trados in Cuba and the progress of au- 
tonomy. It was well known that the 
department of state was in possession 
of information supplied by the United 
States consuls in Cuba of the most har- 
rowing description respecting the wide- 
spread distress throughout the island 
Two days later the house passed the 
fortifications appropriation bill, and in 
the last week of the month passed a bill 
providing for an increase of the regular 
army by two additional regiments of 
artillery.

Board Will Make .Its Adjudi a ion 


Without Reference to State- 


Board. Prof. Wears Will 


Analyze Samples. 


A company to be Known as the Deer- 


field Valley Ice company has 
been> 


formed in this city. J. H. Orr is in- 
terested and his son, W. H. Orr, will be 
the manager. A number of well known 
local men are In the company. Ice 
will be cut on the state pond 
at 


Hoosac Tunnel and 5,000 tons will be 
stacked near the east portal of the 
tunnel. 


A spur track will be laid from the 


Fitchburg to the stack, so that Ice can 
be loaded directly upon the cars. 


Mr. Orr says that the state board of 


health pronounces the ice of good 
quality and recommends it as an ex- 
cellent supply 
for 
this 
city, but 


whether it will be sanctioned by the 
local board of health is not yet knowj. 
The state board made a private ex- 
amination of the place some time ago, 
and pronounced the quality of the 
water and the sources of supply ex- 
cellent. 


If the state board's opinion should 


be approved by the local board its de- 
cision would g-o far toward solving the 
question of ice supply for the city. If 
it is not accepted for domestic use the 
company expects to have no trouble 
in finding a market elsewhere. 


The company, with the other ice 


dealers of the city, will know in a 
short time what to expect from the 
board of health in the way of business 
for next year. The local board has 
begun the examination, according to 
the city ordinance, and will be able to 
make its adjudication within a short 
time. 


Samples of the ice on the ponds of 


the various dealers were taken yes- 
terday under the 
direction of the 


local board. They were sent to Pro- 
fessor Hears of Williams college, who 
will make the analyses, and report to 
the board. 


The board will in all probability not 


ask the state board for any advice as 
to a man to examine the sources. It is 
expected that the local board will do 
this work itself, visiting the sources 
and judging1 of their fitness. 


"When the 
adjudication 
is made, 


therefore, it will be on the report of 
Prof. Mears, and its own investiga- 
tions. 


Boston & Albany Won't Consolidate, 


The report that the New York, New 


Haven & Hartford road is about to 
absorb the Boston & Albany is denied 
by Vice-President John M. Hall, of the 
former corporation. He says: 


"There is not a wrd of truth in it. 


There never has been and there will 
not be a^y st^p on either side toward 
consolidation. 
Neither road wishes it 


and neither would be benefited by the 
change. 


"It is probable that the rumor con- 


fuses, the consolidation of the two rail- 
roads with the consolidation of the op- 
erating departments in the new termi- 
nal station at Boston. As soon as pos- 
sible the Old. Colony, the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford and the Boston 
& Albany will all run into one station. 


The Rutland railrod has purchased 


the Ogdensburg & Lake Champlain 
railroad, concluding1 the transaction 
this week. When the Rutland's pro- 
posed extension is completed a through 
line will thus be established from Og- 
densburg, N« Y., to Boston, The Og- 
densburg road extends 118 miles from 
the St. Lawrence river near Lake On- 
tario to Rouse's Point, N. Y;, which is 
located on the northwestern shore of 
Lake Champlain near the Canada line. 


It is expected that the Rutland road 


will take possession of its new property 
in a day or two, and that steps will be 
instituted in the early future, looking 
to the construction of a line between 
Burlington and Rouse's Point, making 
a continuous line of about 280 miles 
from Og-(3ansbu?g to Bellows Falls.

the Tunnel- 


STATE BOARDJAWECIED I 


And Called It a Good Source. Loca 


Board Will Make .Its Adjudi a ion 


Without Reference to State- 


Board. Prof. Wears Will 


Analyze Samples. 


A company to be Known as the Deer- 


field Valley Ice company has 
been> 


formed in this city. J. H. Orr is in- 
terested and his son, W. H. Orr, will be 
the manager. A number of well known 
local men are In the company. Ice 
will be cut on the state pond 
at 


Hoosac Tunnel and 5,000 tons will be 
stacked near the east portal of the 
tunnel. 


A spur track will be laid from the 


Fitchburg to the stack, so that Ice can 
be loaded directly upon the cars. 


Mr. Orr says that the state board of 


health pronounces the ice of good 
quality and recommends it as an ex- 
cellent supply 
for 
this 
city, but 


whether it will be sanctioned by the 
local board of health is not yet knowj. 
The state board made a private ex- 
amination of the place some time ago, 
and pronounced the quality of the 
water and the sources of supply ex- 
cellent. 


If the state board's opinion should 


be approved by the local board its de- 
cision would g-o far toward solving the 
question of ice supply for the city. If 
it is not accepted for domestic use the 
company expects to have no trouble 
in finding a market elsewhere. 


The company, with the other ice 


dealers of the city, will know in a 
short time what to expect from the 
board of health in the way of business 
for next year. The local board has 
begun the examination, according to 
the city ordinance, and will be able to 
make its adjudication within a short 
time. 


Samples of the ice on the ponds of 


the various dealers were taken yes- 
terday under the 
direction of the 


local board. They were sent to Pro- 
fessor Hears of Williams college, who 
will make the analyses, and report to 
the board. 


The board will in all probability not 


ask the state board for any advice as 
to a man to examine the sources. It is 
expected that the local board will do 
this work itself, visiting the sources 
and judging1 of their fitness. 


"When the 
adjudication 
is made, 


therefore, it will be on the report of 
Prof. Mears, and its own investiga- 
tions. 


Boston & Albany Won't Consolidate, 


The report that the New York, New 


Haven & Hartford road is about to 
absorb the Boston & Albany is denied 
by Vice-President John M. Hall, of the 
former corporation. He says: 


"There is not a wrd of truth in it. 


There never has been and there will 
not be a^y st^p on either side toward 
consolidation. 
Neither road wishes it 


and neither would be benefited by the 
change. 


"It is probable that the rumor con- 


fuses, the consolidation of the two rail- 
roads with the consolidation of the op- 
erating departments in the new termi- 
nal station at Boston. As soon as pos- 
sible the Old. Colony, the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford and the Boston 
& Albany will all run into one station. 


The Rutland railrod has purchased 


the Ogdensburg & Lake Champlain 
railroad, concluding1 the transaction 
this week. When the Rutland's pro- 
posed extension is completed a through 
line will thus be established from Og- 
densburg, N« Y., to Boston, The Og- 
densburg road extends 118 miles from 
the St. Lawrence river near Lake On- 
tario to Rouse's Point, N. Y;, which is 
located on the northwestern shore of 
Lake Champlain near the Canada line. 


It is expected that the Rutland road 


will take possession of its new property 
in a day or two, and that steps will be 
instituted in the early future, looking 
to the construction of a line between 
Burlington and Rouse's Point, making 
a continuous line of about 280 miles 
from Og-(3ansbu?g to Bellows Falls. 


Dr. Webb, the prime mover in the 


opening of this new through route, is 
also a director of the Fitchburg .rail- 
road company and closer working re- 
lations between the new rail and water 
route from the west and the Fitchburg 
will follow as a matter of course. The 
extension of the Rutland road through 
the beautiful islands of Lake Cham- 
plain to connect with the Ogdensburg 
road will open to travel one of the 
finest regions for summer tourists in 
New England.
